WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—Year- 
end treasury figures reveal th at 
the nation has hit a sustained Wat­ 
erford spending rate of approxi­ 
m ately 1270.000.000 a day. 
These year-end figures coincid­ 
ed with announcem ent by Secre­ 
tary of Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., th a t virtually complete 
six w ar loan drive figures showed 
the 314.000.000,000 quota had been 
oversubscribed 
by 
$7,621,000,000 
—for a total of 321,621,OOO,OOO. 
Treasury tax revenue has been 
averaging over a six months period 
approxim ately $112 000.000 a day. 
Comparison of th at income with 
the daily outgo indicates the enor­ 
mous treasury deficit this fiscal 
year will produce. 
Sunday, Dec. 31 and Monday. 
Jan. I were holiday* So treasury 
year-end figures do not precisely 
show the sums spent and received 
during the first six months of the 
fiscal year which began July I, 
1944. The foregoing calculations 
are based o b spending from mid­ 
night, June 30, 1944. to the end of 
business on Jan. 2. 1945, two days 
beyond the six months period. 
Spending has been stepped up 
in this fiscal year beyond the rate 
achieved in the last fiscal period, 
but the Increase is com paratively 
small. That indicates that we are 
near the peak of our economic ef­ 
fort, 
It is expected th at President 
Roosevelt's budget, to be presented 
to congress next Tuesday, will not 
propose a higher rate of expendi­ 
ture than th at now prevailing It 
is more likely that he will budget 
for somewhat decreased expendi­ 
ture in the next (1946) fiscal year.

Government transportation of­ 
ficials have long favored some 
means to cut down non-essential 
travel, not only to m ake more 
room for w'ar traffic, but to relieve 
crowded hotel conditions In many , 
im portant w-ar centers.

vance into the northern flank of 
the German salient in Belgium to­ 
day on the third day of their of­ 
fensive. with some unita of the 
American F irst Army gaining as 
much aa 2 4 miles in one sector 
against gradually stiffening enemy 
resistance.

On the Russian fro n t the Ger­ 
m ans were m aking a strong coun­ 
ter-offensive about 30 miles north­ 
west of Budapest in an attem pt to 
rescue the cornered Nazi garrison 
In the capital, where a battle of 
annihilation still raged. Soviet field 
dispatches said the attack w as 
being held after gains of as much 
as six miles.

MODERN surgery came to ma­ 
turity just 80 years ago, in the 
spring of 1865 in the ancient and 
very Scotch eity of Glasgow, when 
the young and newly appointed

found that he could stop pu rifac- 
tion, or surgical gangrene, by the 
application of carbolic acid to su r­ 
gical wounds. 
To memorialise the anniversary 
there has been published a biogra­ 
phy of Jotrph Litter, Father of 
Mod rn Surgery, by Rhoda Truax 
(Published by Bobbs-Merril! Co). 
It is the first popular full length 
biography of Lister designed to be 
understood and read by the lay­ 
man. The story it tells must surely 
be of vital interest to every mod­ 
ern man and woman. 
I did not say that modem sur­ 
gery was born under L ister’s di­ 
rection. I said it came to m aturity. 
The most im portant problem of 
surgery was to render the patient 
insensible to pain during an opera­ 
tion—anaesthesia. That was also 
the subject of an anniversary last 
month with the celebration of 
Horace Well's use of nitrous oxide, 
or laughing gas. But we described 
that yesterday. 
Control of Infection 


It is difficult for a modern to 
realise the condition in early 1865 
before Lister’s discovery. Sur­ 
geons had learned to control hae­ 
morrhage and they could put pa­ 
tients to sleep for a surgical pro­ 
cedure. Ether, nitrous oxide and 
chloroform had all been intro­ 
duced. But whenever the surgeon’s 
knife touched a part of the body, 
infection occurred — suppuration, 
the formation of pus and finally 
gangrene— hoe pi tai gangrene it 
was called. 
No surgeon in those days dared 
open an abdomen, a chest, a brain 
cavity, dared operate on disease 
at all—only accidents and wounds. 
All the hundreds of helpful opera­ 
tions that have been done every 
morning this week in the hundreds 
of hospitals in our country were 
forbidden him. The help that any 
of my readers may be contemplat­ 
ing from a surgical operation was 


then not a m atter of choice—ft 
was utterly forbidden. 
When a patient came in with a 
crushed leg from an accident, 
when in the just finished Ameri­ 
can Civil W ar a man was wounded 
by a bullet, the surgeon operated 
and took a chance, but he did it 
in full knowledge that it might 
end fatally from infection, the 
cause of which he did not know, 
the control of which completely 
ba*fied him. 
We know now, of course, that it 
was due to the entrance in the 
wound of germs, which are every­ 
where in the air. on the instru­ 
ment* he ures, on the ligatures, 
dressings, hands of operator and 
assistants. These can be destroyed 
by boiling the instrum ents, steril­ 
ising the dre*« ngs, and cleansing 
the hands and the pa: ent’s skin, 
but of that our surgeons of 1866 
were entirely unaware. 
Experience With Garbs ga 
Joseph 
Lister 
happened 
to 
stumble on Pasteur’s description 
of minute organisms which caused 
putrefaction. But it was really the 
experience of the city of Carlisle 
in its destroying of the smell of 
its sewage and garbage by the use 
of carbolic acid th at influenced 
him most. In the cold and icy win­ 
ter of 1863 in Gla«gow when there 
were many accidents he tried the 
application of it to compound 
fractures and managed to save 
limbs that would otherwise have 
been lost. Soon the knowledge was 
world wide and modern surgery 
was started on its brilliant path. 
Modern surgeons have improved 
Lister's technique, but his funda­ 
mental ideas still pievaiL

en can manpower situation has again entered a critical phase 
ca laity list* reflect heavy fighting on all front*. 
The War Department reported that Western Front casualties, 
exclusive of tho air force*, from D-day through Dec. I totaled 
258.124 
This figure accounted for more than half 
the Army casualties since Pearl Harbor which added 
up to 483,967 aa of Nov 28. 
Cloae on the heels of the Selective Service an­ 
nouncement that th* drafting of men between 27 
and 38 would be resumed, the W ar Department 
stated it 
ad become necessary to boost draft quotas from SO OOO to 
80.000 per month. 
For the past six months, the department explained, monthly 
quotas had bevn set at 60.000, because at the same time the Army 
was comb.rg its ranks for men fit for active combat duty who were 
assigned to other job* and to organizations no longer needed. 
By this procedure, for example, IOO anti-aircraft battalion* were 
retrained for infantry duty and other anti-aircraft men were re­ 
trained as individual Infantry replacement* 
In addition, th* air 
forces turned over 55,000 men to the ground forces, and 25,000 were 
transferred from the sendee forces, thus making up for the lowered 
quotas 
Now that it has scraped ii* own barrel, th* Army has been forced 
to turn to the remaining civilian population for combat replacements.

Lesson on the above topic for 
Jan. 7 is Matthew 1-2, the memory 
verse being Gen. 28:15, "Behold, I 
am with thee, and will keep thee 
whithersoever thou goest.*’) 


WE START the New Year with 
the beginning of C hrist’s life on 
earth, a very fitting beginning to 
a new year which we hope will 
bring us at least partial, and we 
trust a whole, peace. 
The lesson begins by quoting the 
genealogy of Jesus, 41 
genera­ 
tions according to our commenta­ 
tor. Then we are told of the birth 
of Jesus. Joseph being warned by 
the angel of God that a Son was 
soon to be bom to Mary, and that 
His name should be called Jesus, 
"for He shall save His people 
from their sini." 
The next verses read: "Now all 
this was done, th at It might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord by the prophet, saving, 
"Behold, a virgin shall be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call His name 
Emmanuel, which being Interpret­ 
ed is. God with us " 
Mise Men Seek Babe 
Then Matthew tells us of the 
birth of Jesus and how the Wise 
Men came to Jerusalem, led by the 
star In the east, desiring to wor­ 
ship the Holy Child 
"Where is He thst is bom King 
of the Jew* ? for we have seen Hi* 
atar in the east, and are com# to 
worship Him," they asked every­ 
one. 
Now Herod was a cruel and 
Jealous k cg, ai d when he heard 
that someone was looking for an­ 
other king of the Jews, he gath­ 
ered Die chief priests and the 
scribes together and asked them 
w here this Christ was to be bom. 
Thev told him ti at. according to 
ancient prophecy, He would he 
born In Bethlehem 
Privately Herod called the wise 
men. asked them w hat time the 
star appeared, and sent them to 
Bethlehem, asking them to search 
diligently for the Babe and to 
come and tell him, that be might 
go and worship, too 
They rind the Child 
The wj.*e t..en left Herod fol­ 
lowed the atar and found the 
Child, whom thev worshiped and 
presented with gifts, es we know 
from our recent Christm as lesson. 
They did not go back to Jerusa­ 


lem, however, but went home an­ 
other way, for God had warned 
them that Herod meant no good 
to the newly bom Child. We do 
not know from whence these wise 
men came nor where they re­ 
turned, although there are leg­ 
ends concerning them. 
When the wise men had gone, 
an angel appeared to Joseph in a 
dream and told him that the 
Babe* life was in danger from 
Herod, and that he should take the 
Child and His mother and flee to 
Egypt This country had sheltered 
many Jews, and about one-fifth of 
the population of Egypt were 
Jews, ao Joseph and his family 
could safely rest with them until 
such time when it was safe to re­ 
turn to Palestine. 
When the wise men did not re­ 
turn to Jerusalem. Herod was 
angry, so to be sure that this 
"King of the Jew*" would not 
grow up to threaten hi* throne, 
thla wicked man ordered that all 
children rn Bethlehem, from two 
years of age and under, should be 
killed. 
This terrible order wa* carried 
out. and you can imagine the ter­ 
rible grief of all the parents, the 
cries of frightened children, and 
the horror of the time. "In Rams 
there was a voice heard, lam enta­ 
tion. 
and 
weeping 
and 
great 
mourning, Rachel weeping for her 
children, and would not be com­ 
forted. because they are not." 
We do not know how long Jo­ 
seph and his little family stayed in 
Egypt. Some think it was only a 
m atter of a few months, and oth­ 
ers that it wa* a few years. At any 
rate, aa was promised when they 
went, an angel of the Lord ap­ 
peared again to Joseph in a dream 
and told him Herod waa dead and 
they should return to Palestine. 
"And he arose, and took the 
young child and H:a mother, and 
came into the land of Israel. 
"But when he heard that Arche* 
lam did reign in Judaea in the 
room of his father Herod, he waa 
afraid to go hither. . . . And he 
came and dwelt In a city called 
Nazareth: that it might be ful­ 
filled which was spoken by the 
prophets, He shell be called a 
Natarene " 
Bo. in this little town, off the 
main road, in Galilee, undtr an­ 
other eon of H« rod ». Anapes, 
who was also cruel and unscrupu­ 
lous. but more indifferent, they 
settled and Jesus grew to man­ 
hood.

Seven persons were killed and 
M injured in the 122 accident* in­ 
vestigated 
by 
Circleville police 
and the Pickaway county sheriff* 
department during 1944. 
In the past year the police de­ 
partment 
investigated 
76

dents. Only one person wa* fatal­ 
ly injured in the city. The one 
fatality occurred when a train and 
car collided in 
April. 
Injuries, 
ranging from scratches to serious 
injuries, were suffered by 29 other 
persons. 
Six people died as the result of 
accident* on 
highways in 
the 
county and 25 others were injured 
in the 46 accident* investigated 
by the sheriff department Sev­ 
eral other accident* were investi­ 
gated by the State Highway Pa­ 
trol and’ do not appear on the sher­ 
iff* record*. 
Two month* during the year 
were free of accidents in which 
person* were injured in the city. 
In January, 194 4, the police de­ 
partment investigated five prop­ 
erty damage accident*. In June six 
accidents were reported but no one 
was hurt. P* ak month for injuries 
was May when five j*ersons were 
hurt. Six accidents were probed 
during the period. Fewest acci­ 
dent* were reported in October, 
when three were investigated.
